SYNOPSIS OF ORDINANCE Purchase of 45.000 lbs. Glass Sphere Road Beads to be _ 

used for the 1978 City street painting program. By reflection the beads (when 

properly applied to paint) will improve night visibility of center-r 1 i nes, lane- 

lines, and edge-lines. 


EFFECT OF PASSAGE Will conform to State and Federal requirements regarding __ 

"Uniform Traffic Control Devices". Wil provide adequate night-time traffic pavement 
marking, which, in turn, will make tHe motorists trip more safe and efficient’," thus 

reducing traffic accidents and congestion.' 

EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE Failure to conform to Federal requirements regarding
